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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding Claims 1 and 10, the cited prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, in particular 
Emo et al. (US 5,596,458), Malakapalli et al. (WO 00/01146), and Hirokazu et al. (JP 2001-184800) 
fails to teach or suggest that each storage zone including a number of data tracks that is based on a 
performance capability of a head associated with the hard disk and overlapping at least one reset 
zone that is adjacent to the storage zone when the number of data tracks of the storage zone 
exceeds the first number of data tracks separating consecutive reset zones. 

2. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicants 
disclosure: 

• Emo et al. (US 5,596,458) discloses a variable zone layout for information storage system 

• Malakapalli et al. (WO 00/01146) discloses a variable disc drive cylinder recording system. 

• Hirokazu et al. (JP 2001-184800) discloses a disk device and reassigning method 

• Wilson et al. (US 6,061,195) discloses a variable zone layout and track pitch parameter 
considerations for information storage disk drive. 

• Ogasawara et al. (US 6,466,387 Bl) discloses data recording disk and disk drive device for 
reducing wasted space on a data recording disk.
